Andrew Jackson, idol of the "plain 


people," has been rated hy some his- 
torians as the most bra7.cn dictator of 
the White House succession. Besides 
naming Martin Van Bui en of New 
York as his heir apparent, "Old Hick- 
ory" was reported t" have laid down a 
program of succession for U years — 
Jackson himself, 8 yours; Van Duron,

"Corporate interests should be not 


only permitted, but encouraged to en- 
large their activities.

The eye when functioning normally 


has the ability to adapt itself to various 
conditions of light, but even this me- 
chanism of adaptation may be ex- 
hausted by overuse. 


Thus, it is wise to provide suitable 


lighting i-ather than to invite eyestrain 
with insufficient light. 


It also is possible to strain the eye 


by an over-amount of badly distrib- 
uted light, which results in glare. 
Glare and strain cause fatigue of the 
eye, with resultant increased danger 
of accident. 


There now are available devices for 


measuring the amount of light in use 
at any point in office, shop, or home 
Shades are made to distribute light 
suitably and thus prevent glare. 


Walls are painted and ceilings en- 


ameled to reflect a maximum amount 
of good light where it is needed most.
